Krunocuow, Hainan, March 14. 
Hainan affairs are quiet at present, 
but that is no assurance they will re- 
main so! The former revolutionary 
leader, Sin Ki Zi, is in this city and 
seems. to be on good terms with 
_ ‘General-Teng. The military governor 
has made him a general and he retains 
control of his five southern districts” 
The military governor has sent several 
hundred men to Tim Chow city, so 
the villagers whe destroyed the city 

Jest October may now expect trouble. 
It is reliably reported that the 
troops which left Hainan when the 
present regime came into power, have 
met two reverses, in the region of 
Lui Chow at the hands of Li Fok 
Lang's irregulars. ‘Indeed. these are 
Said to be in control of affairs at Lai 
Chow and are being aided by Kwang 
Si. The general who left Hainan in 
Desember, Tsiau Teh Zai, and his 
aide Soa Beng Hoang are said to. be 
in dice straits.
